Seepeinry Seward and ths Alabnms

Tag London Times has made the discovery |
that Mr. Seward iz obstrneting the sattlsment
of the Alabama claims, and thereby endanger-
ing the peaceful relations of Gireat Britain and
the United Btates. Yet it appears willing that
Mr. Seward’s whims should be humored a few
months longer, in the expactation that Mr.
Reverdy Johnson will be retained in his pre-
sent position under General Grant’'s Adminis-
tration, that the basia of the protocol already
agreed upon by Lord Stanley and Minister
Johnson *must remain fixed, and foally that
its terma'will sooner or later command the
consent of both countries. As the exaot prin-
ciples whieh govern this mysterious basis of a
protoool are not yet matters of public informa-
tion, we are unable to make any prediction
concerning the probability of the last two
points laid down by the Zimes; but if M-,
Reverdy Johngon has imbued thern with his
own spirit, as displayed in his after-dinner
vagaries and overly courteous treatment of
the enemieg of his conntry, we are quite snure
that they will be indignantly repudiated by
the people and Government whom he so
grossly misrepresents. Concerning the ex-
peotation indalged in by the Zimes, that
(ieneral Grant’s Administration is not likely
to remove Mr., Johnson, we think that the
sworn enemies of the United States abroad are
deatined to undergo & bitter disappointment.
Certainly this will be their fate if General
(irant makes any profession of adhering to the
policy long since laid down by him—that of
adopting no policy of Lis own which comes in
confliot with the will of the people who have
ssleoted him as their Chief Magistrate.

Concerning the charge which the Time
Lrings against Mr. Seward of a disposition on
his part to imperil the friendly relations of the
two oountries by obstruoting the settlement of
the great issne pending between them, we are
ruite well assured that injustice is done to our
present Becretary of Ftate. We have besn
unable to sapport the foreign policy of Mr.
Seward in all its detsils, but as a whole we
think that it commends itsell to the American
people, and will receive the justification of his-
tory. If it was lacking in any essential ele- !
ment, it was in that of firmness, but firmness
is not always the most desirable feature in
foreign diplomacy when it might have led to
international diffivnlties of & serious and com-
plicated character at a time when we had quite
a8 much on our hands at home aswe could
well attend to. Aside from this consideration,
Mr, Seward’s foreign policy has been charac-
terized throughout by forbearance and pa-
tience, two features which are quite as com-
mendable in the polioy of a great nation as in
the disposition of an individual person. To |
the oredit of the American people
and of Mr. Seward as their representative, it
will be recorded for all time to come that the
Great Republic has berne with insult and re
prosch from many an upstart principality,
preferring to settle the question of its own
integrity before seeking satisfaction for slights
and impositions which have scarcely distarbed
the even tenor of its way. More than this, it
will be 80 recorded that we have received at |
the hands of the great powers of the world a |
course of treatment which made their profes- |
siona of friendship a hollow mockery and
farce; that we have borne all this in the true
interests of human liberty and progress; and
that, by a grand and nnguestionable trinmph
over high-handed treason at home, we have
at last reaped the rich fruits of our forbear-
anoe, the full reward of our patient waiting, °
by beholding all the great powers on their
knees as suitors for the favor of the Great |
Republio.

When, therefors, the London Times comes
forward and proclaims Mr. Seward an enemy
of hia conntry, by charging him with a dispo- |
sition to obstruct the peaceable seftlement of
the questions now pending between the United |
States and Great Britain, it is gullty of an act :
of gross injustios towards a atateaman who has
done as much a8 any living man to preserve
the world from the horrors of a great inter-
pational war. We believe that there is not,
and has not been from the opening of the Re-
bellion, a man who has striven more auxiously
than Mr, Seward to secure the most friendly
and equitable relations between the two great
Avglo-Baxon nationalities, The glaring fanlt
of his foreign policy, if it has a glaring fanlt,
has been a too studied effort to give the ns
tiona of Earope, and more especislly Great |
Britain, no cause of complaint against us of & |
disposition to demand more at thelr hands |
than the law of nations and the dictates of
common sense allow us. The preservation of
paace has been the study of his officlal career
a8 Beoretary of State, and st times he has
pecured it only by a eacrifics of national dig-
nity and an imputation upon our mational
bonor. History will record this fact, and the
London Zimes cannot gainsay it.

everything ripe for reform. The old system
of the ante-war days has been forgotten, and
there ia no later plan of condact which has
gncceeded it. He will, therefore, necessarily
have the responsibility of giving enduring
ghape to the mauners—sao to speak—of Awmeri-
can officials. And on two points we confidently
expect to see a radical improvement. The
first is, the dignity due to official position; the
gecond, the qualities whioh seoure for any ap-
plicant an official post.

of vaolgarity for the proper modesty of a
popular magistrate. Under General Grant we
hope things will be changed, speedily and
completely. No more mud-covered gapers
shounld be allowed Lo tlock to the White House.
The President should be treated like the Pre-
sident, and the people should be taught that
it is the office they themselves created, and
which they ought to honor. There is no con.
nection between liberty and suoch absence o
decent respect, and if the President surrounds
himself with some of the formality of state he
does not enoroach one inch on the rights of
the people. BSo long as we do not give any
more substance of power to the Kxecutive, we
favor an inorease of the formal authority with

| which he should be surrounded. With his

knowledge and long habit of military disci-
pline and etiquette, we expect the new I’resi-
dent to shortly amend the abuses to which the
gystem of receptions is at present expoaed.
The second poiut in which we hope to see a
favorable change is in the mode of seleoling
officera. It is time that rings and cliques had
given way to merit, aud the supposed political
influence of a small politician made a secon-
dary claim to a post in whioch hundreds of
thousands of dollars are annnally handled.
In fact, for offices of great responsibility we
want responsible mem. The positions of
deputy colleoctor or assistant assessor may be
given to unknown but industrious workers,
but when it comes to the higher offices, in
which great opportunities for peculation con-
stantly ocour, they should be placed in the
Lhands of men who do not base their claims
golely on their work on the stuaflp. We have
not, we regret, a oivil service law, yet one can
be extemperized by the President, which will
cause certainly great improvement, if not
entire reform. This change can be effected by
considering the claims of merit and not of
political endorsements. In that {8 the whols
key to the needed reform, and if General
Girant will but adopt it, the country will have
good cause to be proud of the policy of
bis administration. The faot that so far
he has trested the offics-seckers with ill-
conoealed contempt leads us to hope that,
with him at the head of the Government, the
syatem of appointments will be changed. By
adopting the two suggestions we have hinted
at, & great improvement would reault both in
political manners and political morals.

Tue Pamaouvavay War has taken a new
tarn, by the advices just st hand, the
allies, according to report, having sustained
two severe repulses at the hands of Lopez.
President Sarmiento, of the Argentine Repub-
lic, itis rumored has engaged the kind offices
of General MoMahon, onr Minister to Para-
guay, in an effort to bring about a pesceabls
solution of the pending difficulties. At this
action, it is said that Dom Pedro has threatened
to break off diplomatic relations with the
Argentine Republio. The effect of this serious
copmplication cannot be foretold, but it is to
be hoped that it will not reault in reistablish-

ing the petly despotism of Lopez.
